Rafore the novel of "Foul Play” was com-
ploted, Measra. Boucloanlt and Reade dlssol ved
thelr UWterary partnership, and each of them
Wil anxions o lake advantage for his own
peouniary benefit of the popular Intereat whioh
had been exclted about the story, by getling
his own particular dramatization of It on the
stage In advanoe of his Iste co-laborer. In this
manner we have two rival dramas of Fow! Play,
each of whioch Is sel forth as the only true and
genuine artiole by one of Lthe authors of the
story. Mr. Oharles Reade's version was brought
ont At the Walnut some weeks ago, and last
night at the Cheanat we had an opportuanity to
make & comparison of its merita with Bouol-
cault's play. 1. ls of course not to be expeoted
that firstrate dramas can be produooad
in the mapner Lthese were, sven If suoh
g thing as & really good dramatizatlon of a
novel is o possibllity, which onr experienoe of
#1 ¢h efforts slmost forblds us to admit. Weak
dlaloguas and wesk characlerization, however,
may somatimes be redeemed by n few sirong
and really dramatio sitoations, by effective
aoting, and espoolally by good soene palntiog
and stage carpontery. Tols was tho onse with
Reade's play, whi:h was brought out at the
Walnuk: It gave the main polnts of the story in
& tolerably undersiandable style, the different
characlera were very falrly represented, and
the plece was put upon the stage ln excellent
style, Of Lthe two pll\}:_wn think that Reade's
is the best, independently of any exiraneons
advantiages whioh It possessed In representa-
tion. It ia adrama of action, whereas Bouoel-
caunlt’s version ls mainly narrative, espeoially
in the early soenes, The aclors at the Walnut
therefore, had a great advanlage over
those at the Chesuut, Inasmuch as
they were able to Dbring up somoe
of the exclling scenes and inoldents of Lthe
novel bodily before the eye, instead of belng
obliged Lo relate them at second nand, Bouol-
cault has not confined himself as closely Lo the
ptory as Reade, and he has exercised what we
consider a perfectly justifiable llcense on the
parl of a dramatist, In departing from his orl-
ginal when he imagines that the play will be
improved by so dolpg. But, nofortunately,
Bouoloaull's changes are not always Improve.
mentsjand his stage version of the novel is, as
a whole, the least meritorions of the two, The
strongly-drawn and original character of
fHelen Rolleston' he has, with a slngular want
of taot, reduoed 1o the complexion of & namby=
pamby #cheol-gii]l sort of a miss, without the
slightest in llviduality ; and histreatment of the
other charaoters bas not been much better, In
one or two polnta we think that he improves
on Reade. The goene where “Wylle” thruste
his money through the wall into *“Naney
Rouse's"” house was utlerly meaningless
at the Walnut, buot Boucleanlt has
arranged it so that it Is in some degres
effeotive. His idea of making "Robert Pen-
fo0ld,” in the disgulse ot a deteotlive, become the
main instrument for the exposure of the guilt
of “Arthur Wardlaw’ and “Wylle"” 18 alsoa
good one in some respeots, and the scene where
“Wylie,” afler belng loocked up in the cellar
with the gold, 1s confronted by “Peunfold,” who
has been hiding behind the boxes llstening to
the conference of the conspirators, Is & more
@gtartling eltuation than any in Reade's play.
#0o much for the respective merits of the rival
@ amas.

The company now performing Fowd Play at
the Ohesnut are scarcely competent to make it
Appear any stronger thau 1t really 1s. The male
faotors In particular are too bolsterous and vio-
lent, and 1t 1s an absurdity that such & confer-
ence a8 thit of “Wylle” and *“Arthur
Wardlaw,” in the first mobt, where the
gallor relales how he has obeyed the
ordera of his master in scutiling the Prosre.
pine should be carrled on Iin the loud
tone of volee assumed by Messrs, Wallace and
Burnett. Mr, Harkins, who assumes Lthe part
of "Robert Penfold,” is also oo nolsy, especially
in the early scenes, and his performance does
not come up to that of Mr, Walcot. Mr. War-
wiok malkes a better representative of “Arthur
Wardlaw” than the gentleman who assumed
that charaoter at the Walout, but his scting
would also be Improved by a little more mode-
ration,

The verslon of Fou! Play at present under
eonslderation has beon annonnced as an acting
rather than a scenle play, and & comparison
between the scenery at the Walnut and the
Cheanut 18, therefore, scarcely falr, We may
state, however, that the desert island Is repre
pented by two pleces of scenery which are quite
preity, although they full short of belng eqaa
to the corresponding scenes at the Walnat, with
the well managed effect of the waves breaking
npon the shore.
